A tax 
expenditure takes p*ace 
whenever the government 
gives an individual or a 
corporation a break from 
normal taxes, usually to 
carry out a public purpose.

more houses, buy railroad 
cars and start credit unions. 


They also help the poor, the 
ill, the blind and persons 
over 65.

His recent passing from the scene deprives us common 
fODt of a real friend in the halls of the high and the seats of 
the mighty. 
No one, but no one, had the courage to take on the big 
bonkers and the Federal Reserve the way the gentleman 
Dram Patmans Switch, Tex., did. His target was not the 
friendly corner banker; it was the international banking web 
with its inter-ties and it cross-directorates and its cohorts in 
the centralized Federal Reserve. These were the forces, Mr. 
Potman knew, who virtually dictated the money policies of 
our nation. 
From the beginning of this republic the battle of the free 
banks versus the central bank has been a key of keys to our 
economic course...in war and peace. And, in 1913, when 
those who advocated the centrally-controlled banking 
system prevailed, the working man became a yo-yo on their 
string and his sons the casualties of war. Mr. Patman knew 
this; he fought long and hard, sometimes with success, 
sometimes in failure, to return control of our currency and 
our destiny to freemen and their free market. 
To understand just how rough a road he travelled, con­ 
sider this: Wright Patman was first elected to the House of 
Representatives in 1928, the year Herbert Hoover was 
elected President. The bankers and the banker’s friendsr-in 
both parties—kept him off the House Banking and Currency 
Committee until the late 1930s. They kept him from 
becoming chairman of that committee until 1963. 
Wright Patman was a populist, in the finer sense of the 
word. Not one of these latter-day ersatz populists—all mouth 
and short on brains. Mr. Patman truly believed in govern­ 
ment of and by and for all the people. The young wet-noses of 
the congressional class of ’74 dumped Mr. Patman from his 
chairm anship last year. In their zeal for reform they 
equated youth with brilliance and dedication. Well, not one 
of them is fit to sit in Mr. Patman’s chair. 
At the First Baptist Church in Texarkana, the home folks 
said farewell to Wright Patman last week. I trust someone 
there recalled the words of the Apostle Paul. “I have kept 
the faith. I have run the good race. I have fought the good 
fight.” 
Well done, Wright Patman. You good and faithful public 
servant.

Most visitors flock to the 
parks between Memorial 
Day and Labor day-those 
hot summer months when 
the kids are out of school. 
But if you are one $ those 
lucky 
people 
who 
can 
schedule your 
vacation 
before Memorial Day, you 
can have a particularly 
delightful park experience. 
The spring and fall-even 
the winter-are wonderful 
times to visit most of the 
parks, 
monuments 
and 
historic sites not only right 
around your home, but 
throughout the south and the 
southwest. 
One good reason to go to 
the parks in the off-season is 
to beat the crowds. Most of 
us visit the parks, especially 
the natural areas, to get 
away from the city and enjoy 
the serenity of the out-of- 
doors. And the chances of 
gaining that serenity im­ 
prove considerably after 
Labor Day and up until 
Memorial Day when visitors 
usually return in droves. 
There 
are 
other 
ad­ 
vantages to off-season visits 
to the parks, too. In the 
natural areas, the color is 
often more spectacular in 
the fall. And as the seasons 
change, 
so 
does 
the 
character of the parks. 
You’ll get an entirely dif­ 
ferent picture in the off­ 
season. 
Some people have trouble 
with hot weather or a blazing 
sun and actually prefer a 
mild fall or winter day to a 
summer scorcher. 
Visitors who decide upon 
an off-season vacation will 
be helping the National Park 
Service and the park en­ 
vironment, too. Many of our 
park areas, both historical 
and natural, are extremely 
fragile. During the summer, 
when the visitor load is 
heaviest, there is often 
fangmr that these precious 
resources will be damaged 
by too much use, too quick. 
Every person who visits in 
the off-season instead of the 
summertime takes a little 
pressure off the park en­ 
vironment in those days of 
heavy use. 
Beaume there aren’t as 


many visitors in the off­ 
season, many parks cut back 
their programs. But there 
will always be uniformed 
National 
Park 
Service 
personnel around and you 
shouldn’t be hesitant about 
asking questions. 
If you’re timid about 
starting a conversation with 
a ranger, here’s a good ice­ 
breaker. Ask him about any 
safety tips that might be 
useful in the area you are 
visiting. Each park is dif­ 
ferent and has a different set 
of hazards. Here are a few 
that you might encounter: 
-Soft shale, sandstone 
formations and topsoil which 
may 
crumble 
without 
warning, causing serious 
falls. 
-Small passageways in 
historic buildings which 
were designed for people of 
sm aller physical stature 
than 
most 
modern 
Americans. 
-U nexpectedly 
cold 
waters and unseen currents 
in park lakes, rivers and 
streams. 
-Wildlife hazards. Many 
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wild 
anim als 
can 
be 
dangerous, 
particularly 
when they feel a threat to 
their young. Some carry 
disease that can be tran­ 
smitted to humans. 
-Weather 
conditions. 
Unusual dryness, which 
brings an increased fire 
danger; 
violent storm s, 
unseasonable cold; extreme 
temperatures. 
If you are aware of the 
hazards in the park you are 
visiting, chances are better 
that you’ll have a SUPER 
trip, that is, you’ll Safely, 
Use, Preserve and Enjoy 
those Resources.

Collins. “Now the formalized 
relationship between Cuba 
and Panama demonstrates 
that I have been right to 
challenge relinguishing the 
Canal to a government 
friendly to our enemies.”

Treaty of 1903 in which the 
U.S. was given “in per­ 
petuity the use, occupation, 
and control” over the Canal 
in exchange for the building, 
maintanance and protection 
of both the Canal and the 
Canal Zone. 
“The cost of building the 
Canal was $387 million,” 
C o l l i n s 
c o n t i n u e d . 
“However, the true cost 
must include the lives lost in 
the constant battles against 
yellow fever and malaria 


that plagued the surveyors 
and builders. The U.S. now 
patrols and defends the 
Canal Zone with American 
manpower and more than 80 
percent of the population of 
the Zone is Am erican,” 
headded. 
“It is highly unlikely that 
the government of Panama 
could efficiently handle the 
Canal’s operation,” he said. 
“Beyond this, the present 
government’s open alliance 
with Cuba points to the 
direction events would take 
should the U.S. give away 
the Canal.

Panamanian guest during 
his recent visit, ‘To the one 
million Panamanians we can 
add nine million Cubans.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — The water in our area is very hard, 
so deposits have built up on the inside of my dishwasher. 
Is there something that will remove this build up, 
without leaving traces on the dishes that could harm my 
family. — BARBARA. 
DEAR BARBARA - Calcium deposits from water 
can usually be removed with vinegar. Fill empty 
machiae for second wash cycle with no detergent added. 
Add one pint vinegar and allow wash cycle to be com­ 
pleted. Rinse and wipe off deposits with a damp cloth. 
Do not use vinegar too often. 
One maker of dishwashing detergent says in a booklet 
that brown stains on a machine, resulting from iron and 
manganese in the water, can usually be removed by 
placing one cup citric acid crystals in a container on the 
lower rack of the dishwasher and let it run through the 
complete cycle with no detergent. Water must be at 
least 146 degrees for maximum effect. 


DEAR POLLY — When shoe polish dries out, mix a few 
drops of turpentine in it and the polish will soon soften so you 
can use it. - BETTY W. 
DEAR POLLY — On cold winter mornings when your car 
doors stick, an easy way to get them open is to use a spray can 
filled with windshield washer fluid Squirt this around the 
cracks in the doors and be surprised at how easily they open.

DEAR POLLY — Linda B., who has the stained aluminum 
pans, should scrub with nail a lemon aud let stand for just a 
few minutes, rinse and dry immediately.

Rinse and 
dry immediately. These also work on stainless steel -

Sixth Inning 


In the sixth inning, Plano trailed Richardson I O and 
Wallace led the Plano batting order off with a deep Cen­ 
terfield triple. The triple was Piano s first hit of the‘ game^ 
Ensueing batter Sammy Bickham Jr. singled to leftfield to 
score Wallace and knot the game at l l 
In the bottom of the seventh inning, Plano started their 
batting off with first baseman Bobby Williard, who reached 
first base on a throwing error by Richardson’s shortstop Don 
Latuka. The errant throw of Latuka allowed William to take 
an extra base to second. 
Ensueing batter Keith Clayton, centerfielder. layed down 
a perfect bunt parallel to the first base line to sacrifice 
Williard to third base. 
Dale Efaw drew a walk to give Plano two baserunners 
then Wallace unloaded with a single to rightfield that scored 
Williard and ended the game. 


Sloppy Game 


Despite the narrow victory, Plano played sloppy baseball, 
however, it was the first game for the Wildcats in eight days 
and only their second game since March 5. 
“The layoff really showed up today,” Coach Maxey said. 
“We came around later in the game when we had to though. 
That s what counted.” 
Except for the final two innings, Plano resembled a 
lameduck going through the paces^The Wtldcatscomm.Ued 
three errors in the field, committed ll strikeouts in the first 
five innings, and generally looked beaten 
Plano pitcher Sammy Bickham Jr. didn t have his stuff 
and struggled for five innings, finally getting his rhythm 
down in the final two innings to prevent a Richardson ral y.

TAMPA, Fla. (UPI) — It s 
“Play Ball” in baseball’s 
spring training camps today 
but not necessarily at the 
bargaining table. 
The logjam between the 
major league owners and the 
players was broken Wed­ 
nesday when the players 
indicated for the first time 
they would compromise on 
the “one and one” reserve 
system issue and Com­ 
missioner 
Bowie 
Kuhn 
promptly ordered the camps 
to be opened. 
For baseball’s millions of 
fans it meant that unex­ 
pected 
progress suddenly 
was made and the sound of 
bat 
meeting 
ball 
im­ 
mediately will be heard from 
the camps here in Florida 
and those in Arizona and 
California previously shut 
down by the owners. It also 
is almost certain that the 
major league season will 
open on April 8 as scheduled. 
But the major issue in­ 
volving the reserve system, 
and therefore the 
future 
structure of management’s 
relations with the players, 
remained unresolved. 
In short, both sides agreed 
to cool the cold war — the 
players by saying they could 
compromise on the “one and 
one” 
issue 
and 
the 
clubowners by reversing 
their position that they 
would not start 
spring 
training 
while 
still 


lor 
an 
bargaining 
agreement. 
“Because I think it is now 
vital that spring training get 
underway without further 
delay.” said Kuhn from his 
New York office. “ I have 
directed that all camps be 
opened 
at 
the 
earliest 
possible time." 


The reaction to Kuhn’s 
a n n o u n c e m e n t 
w a s 
favorable from both players 
and owners. 
“ I have been an outspoken 
critic of the commissioner," 
said Brad Corbett, owner of 
the Texas Rangers. “ But I 
give him credit for what he 
did. I think it was a bold 
move and a good one." 
“ I don’t know what sort of 
an effect it will have on the 
negotiations,” 
commented 
Bill Freehan, the Detroit 
Tigers’ veteran catcher and 
player representative. “All I 
know is it s going to help 
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baseball. 
M arvin 
Miller. 
the 
executive director of the 
Players Association, had 
made it clear that 
the 


owners 
“ best and final 
offer" should be rejected but 
the players for the first time 
in the month-old negotiations 
took a different stance
